Tile last speaker at the first meeting 
was Dr. Many, well known to all med­ 
ical men and health workers in the 
county. 
He expressed his hope that 
the day w ill so/m arrive when a fu ll­ 
time school nurse w ill he provided in 
each borough of the county. 
Turning his attention to the ques­ 
tion of smallpox cases Dr, Many read 
the number of such cases during the 
mouth of Jan u a ry in each state. Some 
states ranked as high as shit and 1,000.
